FLAG DAY IN HIALEAH HONORS WAR HEROES

The City of Hialeah is not immune to the tragedies of
war and understands the importance of remembering those from our city who made the ultimate sacrifice. At the roll call,
one balloon was released per fallen soldier who resided in Hialeah before their deployment and as a symbolic gesture,
allowed to float above the crowd as their names where called.

Participating this year along with Chaplain Watson, was the rest of Veteran’s of Foreign Wars of the United States, Post
No. 8330 members, and the Color Guard who impressed the crowd with a traditional, elegant demonstration.
